Witli j*e^ect to the inhabitants of Liverpool, who are eye- 
witnesses of the truly gratifying scene which this institetion 
present!, tbe committee feel confident, that the above simple 
stateoieBl: will be sufficient to ensure their cordial co-operation. 
As, hawever^.the benefits- of the charity are not in the least 
degree restricted to this town, the committee think it incum- 
bent uppn them to exhibit a staten^t of the present situation 
of the; charity before the public ip expectation, that they ynH 
gladly embrace this €|>portunity of contributing their share to 
the support of an institution, which extends its benefits in an 
e^ai degree overfall parts of. the country. The number of 
blind persons who have been received into the charity, since 
its first institution in 1791. is three hundred and eleven, of

tbt parish of Kaiverpool, and of the reihatniog eighty-th^^,!^ 
tiiirty4bar only to the coaoty jof Labcaster , and forty-nine to. 
other parts of the United Kingdom. Of these there are a iew 
pnpils who are entirely supported by their friends, and do not 
reeeite any wages ; being pUced therfe solely ibr the porpote 
of availing themselves of the advantages of the instmctiMsto

When the work-rooms in the new bnildings wfie 
pleted, the non^r of pa|Mls in the school w^ inereasad to 
one hondMd, and the committee had the gratfficadon of sating: 
the list of candidates considerably rednced,— <bnthat list there 
are still remaining sixty candidates, anxiously waiting to be 
admitted. It is scarcely necessarjr to remark, that thisfon^ 
creased number of pupila ha» considerably aagmented the 
annual expence of the establishment* fikwh^ however^ is the 
confidence which tiie committee feel hi the libe^ky of the 
public, and so fully convinced are they of the favourable pi- 
nion which is entertained respecting the school, that tey «oi 
only flatter themselves with the expectation of receiving tho 
snm of money requisite for completing the buildings 4ming 
ihe coone of the present year^ bat they ftirther rely upon such 
aAangmentatlen of the subscriptions, as itf ay ammalfj^m^l 
die increased cxp<9ce& of the establishment,.

The pupiln when they are fint sent to the School are to 
be cloathed, and are to be afterwards provided with neces- 
saries at the expence of tfaeur iriendB. The committee will 
undertake to procore them in those cases where the fricndf 
Of tbepnpUs find it more convenient. 

From the first of April, to the first of October, the pnpiU 
are required to be at the School, fh>m 6 in the morning, uotil 
6 til Uie evening; from 8 to 9 being allowed for breakfast^ 
and from 12 to 1 for dinner. 

From the first of October, to the first of April, they are 
required to attend at the School from 8 in the morning, one 
hour being allowed for dinner, and leave at half past 5 o'clock. 

The female pupils leave the School at 6 in the evening, 
dnrinig the whole of the year. 

The pupik assemble every morning and evening to join in 
poblic pfnyer; the niunes of those who are absent, are note^ 
in a book kept for that puipose.
